Good Roads Are 
Necessary For All Of 
Our School Busses 


TALLAHASSEE—As one of th: 
many reasons for supporting Good 
Roads Amendment No. 1 on No- 
vember 2, the Florida Good Roads 
Association stresses that good 
highways are vital to the exten- 
sive operation of school buses in 
all parts of the state. 

Most people do not.realize hov" 
important surfaced roads are to 
Florida school children, who need 
regular and safe transportation to 
and from school. School bus routes 
criss-cross each county of the 
state. Unfortunately, 40 percent of 
these routes are unstirfaced, which 
means more breakdown and high- 
er transportation costs. Surfaced 
roads, on the other hand, mean 
safe, economical and regular trans- 
portation for school children. 

The latest figures available indi- 
cate there are 1,521 school buses 
in Florida. The elementary, junior 
high and senior high school stu- 
dents using these buses amount to 
106,857, a large portion of. the 
total school enrollment in the 
state. These buses cover 68,749 
milég a day, nearly three times tne 
distance around the earth. Durirg 
the school year these buses travel 
12,373,200 miles. The operating ex
